Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Milton : 


The school year about to close has been one of 
progress. The character of the teaching has improved 
and better results are the consequence. No inovations 
have been attempted but we have aimed to follow more 
closely the state course of study. The sight and hear- 
ing tests used so satisfactorily a year ago, have been 
continued and parents have heeded the advise given by 
the teachers and consulted specialists in many cases. It 
is the wish of the superintendent that medical inspec- 
tion could be had in all of our schools. 


The superintendens has felt that he had the hearty 
support of every member of the School Board, and 
teachers and superintendent are working in harmony. 
Without this harmony no superintendent can accom- 
plish lasting results. We believe that we have good 
schools, but not perfect ones and are ever ready, to 
receive suggestions. 


ATTENDANCE 


The returns to the State Department last June 
shows the percentage of attendance to have been 95, 
the highest ever reported from this District. The num- 
ber of cases of tardiness were 233, a very creditable 
showing.

Some do not think it wise to send children to school 
at five years of age. Others, only half believing in the 
advisability of sending them at that age, allow their 
children to stay at home for the slighest excuse. Asa 
consequence many first grade pupils repeat the year. 
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This means that the town must furnish two years’ in- 
struction to advance the pupils one grade. It is also 
teaching the child irregular habits and teaching him to 
hold the school lightly. It is alright tosend children to a 
kindergarten at five, but we have not the means for 
running a kindergarten, and if money is needed else- 
where this is one place to save it. Some parents, be- 
lieving that the law only requires a child to attend 
school between the ages of eight and fourteen, become 
lax in requiring their children to attend under eight or 
after they are fourteen. I wish to call attention to the 
child labor law enacted by the last legislature. Under 
this law no child can work at a gainful occupation under 
fourteen years of age, and not between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen without a labor certificate which is 
secured in the following manner: Application is made 
to the superintendent, who furnishes the person with a 
certificate that must be filled out by a physician ap- 
pointed by the School Board ; another certificate to be 
filled out by the teacher and which must state that the 
applicant has attended school at least three hundred 
half days in his or her thirteenth year or in the year 
preceding the date of application. This means the equiv- 
alent of thirty weeks of perfect attendance. In addition 
to the above, the child must present a certificated copy 
of his birth record. With these papers properly filled 
out, the superintendent is empowered to grant a certi- 
ficate stating the exact form of employment, provided 
that the applicant can prove that he can read and write. 


State aid is given the districts in proportion to the 
average attendance ; the better the attendance the more 
money do we draw from the state. 
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Our outside schools have remained under the same 
able instructors. At the urgent request of the parents 
the school at the Branch was opened in the fall and Miss 
Edith F. Bryant, a graduate of Tilton Seminary, was 
secured as a teacher. She has proven her efficiency, 
but has been handicapped by very poor attendance. 


At Milton Mills the improved conditions (see repairs) 
have enabled the new corps of instructors to do much 
more efficient work. This school has been thoroughly 
regraded, the ninth grade, so called high school, has 
been abolished, and the school is at last put on a good 
working basis. We hope to keep it there.

Of the present teachers, one holds a state certificate 
and two are graduates of a normal school. Those 
teachers who are employed without a state certificate 
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must ever bear in mind that advancement in salary is 
conditioned upon the attainment of the certificate. 


TRANSPORTATION 


At Milton the transportation has remained the 
same, with the addition of a:team from Plummer’s 
Ridge. At Milton Mills the team from the Branch has 
been discontinued. On the West side it was found 
necessary to furnish transportation for three pupils to 
Farmington. I a informed that this transportation has 
been well done and that the children have been con- 
stant in attendance to a good school.

REPAIRS 


The School Board expended for repairs at Milton 
Mills, $855.68, this was a very little more than they 
figured to use, but not being able to get anyone to take 
the contract, or make a bid for the work, the Board 
was obliged to have it done by day work, under their 
immediate supervision. Architecturally the improve- 
ments are marked, but a greater value lies in the im- 
proved interior conditions. The upstairs room is now 
the best lighted and equipped room in the District. 
The two lower rooms, while small are amply sufficient 
for our present needs and are well equipped with modern 
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furniture. The separation into three distinct schools is 
a great advantage. The repair funds would only allow 
for a priming coat of paint and the entire building needs 
painting this year. 


Part of the seats and desks removed from the Mil- 
ton Mills building, were cut down, refinished and placed 
in the building at West Milton. Thus at an expense 
approximating $20, this little building was comfortably 
equipped. Under the artistic eye of a wide-a-wake 
teacher this building, in itself unattractive, has been 
made to present a pleasing interior. The building very 
much needs paint and paper. 


Late in the summer it was found necessary to over- 
haul the fire pot in the Milton furnace, and install a new 
grate ring. When the building at the Branch was 
opened, a small outlay was necessary to make the build- 
ing comfortable. These minor repairs, while small in 
themselves, in the aggregate have proven large, and the 
Board has been obliged to draw upon the general funds 
to the extent of $44.64, this is in accordance with Pub- 
lic Statutes 88: Section 3. 


The seats and desks at South Milton should have a 
a thorough redressing and the outside of the building 
should be painted. It may be necessary to shingle the 
building this year. 


At Milton a great deal of interior painting and 
whitening should be done, and the blackboards either 
retreated or replaced by slate boards. The superinten- 
dent strongly recommends slate boards. The out-house 
of this building needs shingling and some minor repairs. 
The building at Milton has been standing twenty years 
and has required practically no outlay since it was built. 
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No town receives state aid that does not have a 
school year of at least thirty weeks and maintain a tax 
rate for school purposes of $4.50 on every thousand dol- 
lars of equalized valuation. The equalized valuation for 
the town of Milton, as published by the last Board of 
Equalization, is $1,287,319. This divided by one thous- 
and and multipled by $4.50 gives $5,800 as the sum 
necessary to be raised in order to obtain state aid. 
Raising less than that sum, means the loss of over 
$400.00. The past year we received state aid as'follows: 


Average attendance of pupils $216.00 
Approved teachers 144.00 
Total $360.18 


By reason of more approved teachers next year, it 
will certainly exceed $425. 00. 

The amount raised last year, $5,187.50, was just 
enough to give us state aid, the raising of the extra 
amount this year is certainly good business policy for it 
means the raising of one dollar in order to have it made 
two.

TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


No changes have been made in textbooks this year, 
but many much worn books have been replaced and sev- 
eral new readers added to strengthen our course. The 
acecunt shows that we are carrying over a large surplus 
but this is misleading because a large order of supplies, 
not having been delivered, are not yet paid for. The 
actual cost of books and supplies has been as follows:

GRADUATES 


The graduation exercises at Milton were a credit to 
any school and corps of teachers. It is to be desired 
that every child in the District should receive the musi- 
cal training that the school at Milton Three Ponds 
affords. Allof the graduates entered secondary schools. 


At Milton Mills the teacher and graduates decided 
to expend the graduation money in taking an instructive 
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trip and therefore went to Portsmouth and the Navy 
Yard. Graduating exercises of a simple but effective 
nature were held in the school building. All but two of 
the graduates have continued their studies elsewhere. 
Of the eighteen graduates all but two have entered 
higher institutions. 


In conclusion, the superintendent wishes to state 
that he has endeavored to do his duty impartially and 
has ever borne in mind that the schools under his care 
are the public scbools, and are to be conducted in the 
interest of the public.
